The huge below-ground caisson that will contain the nuclear reactor has been 
completed and installation of apparatus within it has began. Workmen in the picture are 
standing on the edge of the caisson’s inner cylinder (see cutaway at upper right) into which 
the reactor pressure vessel will be inserted. The caisson extends 85 feet below ground 
level, contains 5,100 cubic yards of concrete and 244 tons of welded steel plates. The 60,000 
kilowatt nuclear-fueled electric generating station is scheduled for completion late in the 
summer of 1962. It will cost $20 million.
